Barge Rams Bridge, Knocks 
Truck-Trailer, 2 Cars Off 


MANCHAC, La. (UPI) - A 
barge smashed into a bridge 
over a narrow pass between 
two lakes Monday, hurling a 
tractor-trailer truck and two 
cars off the 
60-foot high 
structure. 
The truck landed on the deck 
of the barge, but the two cars 
fell into the swift water. State 
police divers searched unsuc­ 
cessfully for the cars for 
several hours, but suspended 
their 
search 
until 
today 
because of strong currents. 
“We’ll have to ^ u t hard hat 
divers down there to go and get 
the people out,” said state 
police Capt. Will Jourdan. 
The two persons in the truck 
were seriously injured. Police 
said they did not know how 
many persons were in the cars. 
The tug. Leander Jr., was 
pushing two barges loaded with 


shells into Lake M aurepas 
when the collision occurred. 
“It sounded like a thunder­ 
clap — a tremendous noise,” 
said Dick Smith, a witness. 
‘T he first thing I saw was a ... 
section of the middle span had 
fallen.” 
State police Lt. Jack Namirez 
said two cars ran off into the 30- 
foot-deep pass, which connects 
lakes 
P ontchartrain 
and 
Maurepas in a sparsely popu­ 
lated marshy area about 30 
miles from New Orleans. 
“ The truck landed right 
square with the slab on the 
barge and the trailer broke 
loose from the truck and fell in. 
They saw a white car behind 
them, and we can’t find it now,” 
said state police Sgt. Marion 
Moore. 
The truck driver, McKenzie 
G. Robinson, 35, of Dayton, 


Ohio, suffered an ankle injury. 
His passenger, W illiam S. 
Wedell, 26, of Phoenix, Ariz., 
suffered a broken back. 
The bridge has a horizontal 
clearance for boats of 85 feet 
and is roughly 60 feet — six 
stories — above the water. It 
spans Manchac Pass on US. 51 
— the only direct route between 
New Orleans and Hammond, 
La , a community of about 
15,000. 
In a similar accident Aug. 1, 
1974 on the 24-mile Lake Pont­ 
chartrain causeway, the barge 
Miss Andy knocked out three 
80-foot 
roadw ay 
sections, 
killing three persons. Several 
years before that, another 
causeway accident killed six 
persons when a bus plunged 
into the lake where a span was 
out. 


DETROIT (UPI) — United 
Auto Workers President Leon­ 
ard Woodcock warned it is 
“absolutely im possible” to 
reach a 
new contract by 
tonight’s 11:59 p.m. deadline 
and 170,000 Ford workers were 
set for an economy-wrenching 
strike. 
In a last attem pt to prevent 
its second national strike in 
nine years, the No. 2 automaker 
put a third contract proposal on 
the table Monday, then made it 
public in a highly unusual move 
so close to a strike deadline. 
Although the third proposal 
finally offered the union some 
concession on its key demand — 
reduced work time in the auto 
plants to create more jobs — it 
was 
quickly 
rejected 
by 
Woodcock. He then refused a 
company request to extend the 
cu rren t three-yeaf- contract 
past the deadline and talks 
broke off until this morning. 
‘There is much, much too big 
a gap to bridge in the short time 
remaining,” Woodcock said. 
‘There is too much work to be 
done, its absolutely impossible 
in my opinon.”

machinery in motion to pull 
Ford workers out of assembly 
and manufacturing plants in 22

states. Picket signs have been 
g 
rinted and union treasurers 
ave been instructed on how to 
begin paying strike benefits of 
$40-$50 a week out of a record 
$180 million strike fund that 
could pay benefits for up to 17 
weeks. Woodcock refused to 
speculate how long a strike 
would last if workers do walk 
off the job. The strike in 1967 
lasted 66 days. 


Company and union negotia­ 
tors have refused federal 
mediation, though chief federal 
mediator Jam es Scearce was 
briefed Monday on the negotia­ 
tions. The auto companies and 
UAW traditionally shun what 
they consider outside interfer­ 
ence in contract talks. 


Labor observers had thought 
Ford would go out of its way to 
avoid a strike this year because 
of the upcoming sales battle 
with General Motors at the

of

legislature,” said Rhodes. 
“Since the majority leaders 
refuse to listen to what I have to 
say w ithout censoring my 
speech, I will direct 
my 
remarks to the people of Ohio 
they are elected to represent,” 
said Rhodes. 
Rhodes said the Democratic 
majority was aware fof the 
crisis in Medicaid 16 months 
ago but “has failed to do 
anything to alleviate the crisis. 
“If Medicaid is not fully 
funded by November 14, Ohio 
will be forced to abandon the 


partment to cut twelve per cent 
to save Medicaid,” he said. 
Rhodes said Ohio’s second 
crisis has to do with the 
economic condition of Ohio’s 
inner cities. 
“Ohio’s inner cities and the 
citizens who inhabit them, are 
inheriting a legacy of obsolen- 
ce, deterioration and decay,” 
said Rhodes.

Three Plead 
Innocent In 
Kennedy Plot 


S P R IN G F IE L D , 
M ass. 
(UPI) — Three suspects, two 
men and one woman, have 
pleaded innocent in District 
Court to murder conspiracy 
charges in connection with an 
alleged plot to kill Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 
The pleas were entered by the 
court Monday on behalf of 
Robert Earl White, 42, and 
David J. King, 31, both of 
Springfield, and Mrs. Sandra 
Rondeau, 34, a former waitress 
of Westfield. 
Springfield D istrict Court 
Judge George Brigianes or­ 
dered White and King to un­ 
dergo psychiatric examination 
today. He continued the case 
until Sept. 20. The judge ap­ 
pointed a public defender to the 
case after 
King and 
Mrs. 
Rondeau said they were unem­ 
ployed and unable to afford a 
lawyer. 
Police had doubts whether 
the threat to kill Kennedy was 
real. One police official said 
there was a “strong suspicion 
that the whole affair was idle, 
drunken-talk.” 
White had been held 
on 
$50,000 bail 
following 
the 
arrests Saturday He was or­ 
dered held Monday at Hamp­ 
den County Jail and his bail was 
reduced to $25,000 King and 
Mrs. Rondeau continued to be 
free on their own recognizance. 
King told reporters Sunday 
he met White while they were 
both living in a local Salvation 
Army center. He said White 
told him he was a “hit man for 
the Mafia” from New York and 
he had been offered $2.5 million 
to kill Kennedy. 
According to King, the a t­ 
tempt on Kennedy’s life was to 
have 
occurred 
Saturday 
morning at the Oak’s Inn, a 
restaurant in downtown Spring­ 
field where Mrs. Rondeau 
worked up until about a week 
ago. 
Kennedy attended 
a 
Democratic party committee 
breakfast at the restaurant 
Saturday. 
According to police, one of 
the alleged participants in the 
plot, supposedly King, tipped 
police to the plan. All three 
were arrested later Saturday 
afternoon.

Boat Capsizes; 
Eight Missing 


ILWACO, Wash. 
(UPI) - 
Ten-foot waves and 35-knot 
winds hampered a Coast Guard 
search today for eight persons 
who vanished with their cap­ 
sized charter boat at the mouth 
of the Columbia River. 
Six men and two women were 
feared drowned in the mishap 
Monday night, a Coast Guard 
spokesman said. There also 
was no trace of their boat, the 
41-foot Pearl Sea, which cap­ 
sized while under tow by a 
Coast Guard life boat across the 
Columbia River bar. 
The 44-foot life boat also 
overturned but righted itself, 
Four crew m en, who were 
strapped or roped to the boat, 
were saved Two persons who 
were thrown into the water 
from the Pearl Sea were picked 
out of the water by a helicopter 
crew and one of them was flown 
to a nearby Astoria, Ore., 
hospital to be treated for shock 
Tnree helicopters and four 
Coast Guard vessels, including 
the cutter Yocona, took part in 
the search in the same waters 
where seven persons perished 
in a sim ilar capsizing in 
January 1961. 


Stan Hazell, news director for 
a British commercial television 
station, stopped by The Salem 
News Saturday to inspect an 
example of a stateside-sm all 
city newspaper. 
Hazell, who formerly was a 
journalist with the Western 
Mail and South Wales Echo in 
Cardiff, Wales, described the 
state of British journalism and 
newspapers and viewed The 
Salem News operation, in­ 
cluding the plant’s new offset 
press 
The job of the newspaper re­ 
porter in the two countries is 
similar, he said, with both 
“working all the hours that God 
made.” He presently is news 
director of a TV station in 
Bristol, England, where the 
British portion of the super­ 
sonic aircraft, Concorde, 
is 
manufactured. 
One of the biggest differences 
in news work, he said, is the 
extent of the restrictions on the 
coverage of criminal cases in 
the Isles. Beyond giving the 
name and charge of a defend­ 
ant, a paper may be found in 
contempt of court if it reports 
on legal proceedings until the 
judge gives his approval. 
Do British Journalists chafe 
under these restrictions? Like 
reporters everywhere, “They 
are always anxious to break 
new barriers,” but the TV 
newsman says he believes the 
British laws are reasonable 
safeguards for the rights of a 
defendant. 
He said the large London 
“Fleet Street” national daily 
papers are in serious financial 
trouble, while the future for the

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
A series of computer com­ 
mands, fired across 229 million 
miles of space to Mars, could 
unjam the Viking 2 sampler 
scoop, which stuck after deliv­ 
ering a soil sample to the 
robot’s biology instruments 
The soil collector did not get a 
chance to dump the load of red 
dust and pebbles in a chemistry 
experiment. 
Today’s new command se­ 
quence was to move the long 
sampler arm 16 inches away 
from the lander. 
Jam es Martin, project mana­ 
ger, said a pebble may have 
lodged in a hinge of the scoop, 
which looks like a toy steam 
shovel, and was holding it 
closed so the soil could not be

C O LUM BUS (U P I) — Ohi­ 
oans for Utility Reform (O UR) 
announced today it would file 
suit against the Ohio General 
Assembly because it failed to 
meet its constitutional duty in 
preparing arguments against 
four energy issues. 
OUR is attempting to put four 
energy related issues on the 
November ballot and contends

‘The legislature’s failure to 
perform this constitutonal duty 
reflects its inability to respond 
adequately. *n utility 
and 
initiative reform,” OUR said. 
‘The true culprits in this sad 
episode are the utility monopo­ 
lies,” said OUR. “ They have 
resorted to deception and 
distortion in their desperation 
to keep these issues from a vote 
of the people. The opposition

not 
want 
to 
put 
its 
arguments next to ours Instead 
we must force them out in the 
open. 
“ We must demand that the 
opposition arguments are pre­ 
sented,” OUR said. “ W E want 
the people of Ohio to see all 
sides of these issues because 
our proposals are good.

In a memorandum accom­ 
panying the motion, Dunlap 
said both were over 15 at the 
time charged and the crime, if 
committed by an adult, would 
have constituted aggravated 
burglary. 
It said the juveniles “are 
clearly not amenable to care or 
rehabilitation in any facility de­ 


signed for the care, supervision 
and rehabilitation of delinquent 
children.” 
Dunlap said in his memoran­ 
dum that the prosecutor’s office 
insists the safety and welfare of 
Columbiana County residents 
and those of surrounding coun­ 
ties makes it imperative that 
they “be placed under legal re­ 
straint for a period extending 
far beyond their 18th birth­ 
days.”

Delay Asked In Spray 
Can Gases Regulation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
National Academy of Sciences 
committee says the ultimate 
decision on regulating some 
spray can gases because of 
their th reat to the ozone 
radiation barrier will have to be 
made by Congress apd the 
President. 
The study panel concluded 
Monday that a selective ban on 
use of the gases known as 
fluorocarbons “is almost cer­ 
tain to be necessary at some 
tim e,” 
but 
it 
said 
a n y ' 
regulatory action should be 
delayed for up to two years to 
get more facts. 
“The choice of when to make 
decisions about regulation is a 
political one in the highest 
sense of that w ord,” 
the 
committee said in its final 
report. 
The com m ittee said the 
evidence clearly supports the 
idea that fluorocarbons are 
rising into the stratosphere 
where they eventually will 
destroy some m olecules of 
ozone that shield earth from 
harmful ultraviolet radiation. 
Just how much ozone will be 
eroded is not clear. 


The committee said that in 
addition to letting more ultravi­ 
olet radiation reach the earth, 
continued release of large 
amounts of fluorocarbons into 
the environment could even­ 
tually alter the world’s climate. 


‘The impact on the world of 
waiting a couple of years before 
deciding whether or not to 
regulate the uses and releases 
of F ll and F12 (fluorocarbons) 
is small although we are un­ 
certain just how sm all,” the 
committee said “The impact 
on industry of a ban on uses of 
F ll and F12 in most types of 
spray cans would be a p ­ 
preciable. 


“Against a background of a 
possible, although very small, 


change in 
world clim ate, 
however, the industrial impact 
does not loom large.” 


The panel said some scien­ 
tists might well call for an 
immediate decision to regulate, 
“emphasizing the possible 
critical importance of even 
small effects on climate arid the 
relative unimportance of many 
spray can uses.” 


It said the it is up to C on gress 
and the President to balance 
the impact on industry and 
spray can uses on one hand and 
possible climatic effects and 
skin cancer increases resulting 
from ozone erosion on the other.

11 s i ¡onth that n ,-tks a retu rn to school and 
points everybodv toward a colder season is not 
admued universally. 
But we hke it. 
S r.c folks 
Columbiana County see only the 
endr ! ot the garden bounty, the chill that turns 
m to sweaters and ‘he bleakness of the 
dorr ant season which is not far away, 
n re is more to September than that 
True, tiie month is a clear marker between 
summer and fall But its beauty and promise are 
there for those who look. 
September has a royal hue. Purple is sprinkled 
every where with thistle tops, burdock and iron- 
weed leading the way 


Splashes of a variety of wildflower blossoms 
add welcome spice to a time of maturity and 
fullness at the end of a growing season. 
How good it is to see grain ready for the harvest 
and to know the unseen forces of life and growth 
are proceeding on course. 
Some people like to walk in the chilly morning 
mist while others prefer the crispness of the 
quick-descending evenings. 
Tiny spiders go sailing past on silver strands, 
an impressive lesson in natural aerodynamics. 
The warmth that comes with the burning away 
of morning fog feels especially good because of 
the hint of colder days to come. 
September is a delight in many ways, not too 
warm, usually not too cool. Drink deeply for it 
will not be long before frost hits the Salem area. 
A Numbers Game 


Another argument about the relative strength 
of the American and Russian armed forces is 
rew ng up in the United states This time it is 
about navies, and the press sterns at least partly 
to blame for the confusion. 
When Russia started expanding its navy in the 
early 1960s t built a lot of surface ships in a short 
tune. Sine u e late 1960s the United States has 
1 een building large, expensive surface warships 
n r< latively sm II numbers, and at the same 
urn re tr ru old ones in large numbers, thereby 
shr.okhg its navy dramatically. So any com­ 
pel ison of the trend of the two navies' sizes 
dept nd on the period of time y ou are thinking of 
Bui ’ e mam difficulty 
vith the present 
numbers game is in separating classes of surface 
warships. It has become common practice to 
mean'll o the talk of sucn ships in gross numbers 
.if 
ajor combatants” — aircraft carriers. 
cruis"ij. destroyers and frigates. 
Newspapers have tended to go along with this 
becau'e the numbers were easily available and 
easy to understand But the standard reference 
books ten-1 o classify small anti-submarine ships 
of 1,100 tons and upwards as frigates The United 
States no longer builds them this size; its frigates 
are almost all ships of around 3.500 tons But a 
large part of that apparent — and previously un- 
analyzed — Soviet lead is in frigates much 
smaller than this. 
Sen Patrick Leahv, (D-Vt.) has now managed 
to pry a detailed breakdown out of the Defense 
Department in Washington This shows both a 
decline in the Russia ship-building program 
recently and a Soviet concentration on building 


ships of under 3,000 tons. 
This demonstrates that (a) the United States 
has out-produced Russia in ships of the large 
frigate size and upwards since 1961; (b) the 
Americans outproduced the Russians in the com­ 
bined total of all four classes over the past five 
years; and (c) the American fleet of “major 
combatants” is now more modern than the 
Russian one. 
So much for the numbers game. It has to be 
taken with several large grains of salt. Here are 
three: 
Surface fighting ships are not, by and large, 
designed to fight their own equivalents, but to do 
things such as hunting submarines and providing 
antiaircraft protection for two very different 
navies So a comparison of the numbers of, say, 
Russian frigates and American ones does not 
mean much 
Size is not as good a measure of a warship’s po­ 
tency as it was 100 (or even 25) years ago. Small 
missile-launching ships in particular can pack a 
huge wallop Ana the larger size of most Amer­ 
ican ships is to some extent due just to the vastly 
superior living accommodation they provide for 
their crews. 
The term "major combatant” excludes not 
only submarines but also amphibious ships. The 
United States,has built a number of very large 
amphibious ships recently, some of which can 
function as small aircraft carriers with the 
Marines' Harrier attack aircraft

A Dream World Document

WASHINGTON. Tne recent 
report of the Civil Rights Com­ 
mission on school desegrega­ 
tion is a dreamwor.d document 
\t ev er one came along It is the 
work of 16 staff members whose 
collective naivete is positively 
awesome; the authors doub­ 
tless rank among the dearest 
people ever bom, but they are 
spiritually kin to those famous 
three rionk *y» who could see no 
evil hear no evil, or speak no 
evil 


Any knowledg- able observer 
who us lived with what Cine 
Justice Burger once desi nbed 
as the flinty, 
intractable 
realities 
of 
day-to-day 
desegregation will put the 
report aside with a sense of 
mystification. It is as if the 
authors 
w ere 
speaking 
a 
foreign language or describing 
other schools in other countries 
Here and there, to be sure, 
the 
authors 
bravely 
acknowledge that desegrega­ 
tion of the public schools has 
produced a little friction, a little 
resistance, some misguided 
opposition. A few unenlightened 
persons remain unconvinced 
that remed:al measures are 
good 
th n 0.- 
Perfect 
a c ­ 
ceptance has not quilt been 
achieved 
BUT THE OVERALL im­ 
pression "{ this 315-page report 
is 
that 
desegregation 
is 
absolutely ducky. Deep down in 
their hearts, the people love it. 
‘There is one c inclusion that 
stands out above all others 
desegregation work* ” The 


general opposition that once 
prevailed 
has 
yielded 
to 
“ w id e s p re a d 
s u p p o r t.” 
Desegregation has had such 
universally good effects 
on 
education that the 
changes 
"benefit everyone.” And so on. 
That impression, 
alas, 
is 
malarkey. Yes, of course, in 
many communities in which 
minority 
children 
a re 
a 
relatively small fraction of the 
school population, measures t6 
increase the degree of racial 
integration have been well 
accepted. There is nothing 
novel, 
or 
interesting, 
or 
newsworthy in that proposition. 
But the controversy 
over 
"desegregation” is something 
eke entirely. 
What are we talking about, 
anyhow? In ordinary, common 
speech — the speech of those 
who live in the real world — 
desegregation is the process by 
which willful and deliberate 
school segregation is put to an 
end. In every significant case, 
the process is conducted ac­ 
cording to court orders. There 
is nothing voluntary about it. A 
court finds 
that 
the equal 
protection clause of the Four­ 
teenth Amendment has been 
violated, 
and 
the 
court 
proceeds 
*o 
rem edy 
the 
situat.on. 
THE AUTHORS of this report 
till us, with a straight face, that 
"courts may not and do not 
require racial balance in an 
imposed desegregation plan " 
It is a flabbergasting misstate­ 
ment of the law. The leading 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg 
case 
was predicated squarely upon 
the District Court’s desire to 


see a general 71-29 per cent 
ratio in the schools. True, this 
was not an inflexible require­ 
ment for each school, but the 
use of mathematical ratios is 
"within the equitable remedial 
discretion of 
the 
D istrict 
Court.” 
The report says that "courts 
have not forced students to ride 
buses.” But for all practical 
purposes, that is precisely what 
the courts have done. Judges 
have ordered the purchase of 
buses; they have approved or 
disapproved bus routes; they 
have made 
racial-balance 
busing both explicit and im­ 
plicit in their decrees. 


And these coercive orders, 
m anipulating little children 
because of the color of their 
skin, have aroused enormous 
resentm ent in com m unities 
with large minority popula­ 
tions. In such cities as Atlanta, 
"massive white flight” is a 
palpable fact of life. Boston’s 
experience is identical. So is 
Richmond's. Nothing useful is 
gained by glossing over these 
things. 
The kind of desegregation the 
country is concerned about, as 
in Boston, has made racial 
tensions worse. Desegregation 
has proved fearfully expensive 
in a dozen ways; it has not 
d em o n strab ly 
ben efited 
"everyone," and in many cities 
it has resulted in a RE segre­ 
gation more severe than before. 
The commission’s report is an 
exercise in dream y play- 
pretend; it is long on gentle 
fantasy; and it is woefully short 
on uncomfortable fact.

Sidney "I want to get out of 
here. They got a bunch of crazy 
people in this town.” 


1 My orders are to keep you 
here, sir. We made a mistake in 
evacuating the Americans too 
fast and now we need you more 
than you need us.” 
‘T hat’s not my problem,” 
Sidney said. "I want to go on 
that ship out there ” 
Two Marine sergeants raised 
their guns. "It’s not possible, 
Sidney,” the colonel replied 
‘‘If the OAS arrived and 
found no American here for us 
to protect, we would be in a 
very sticky position But you’ll 
be perfectly safe 
President 
Johnson is sending in 10,000 
more troops to protect you.”

"Sidney, have you ever heard 
of the Monroe Doctrine?”

Your 
name will go down in history 
books with Teddy Roosevelt 
and Admiral Dewey. When 
schoolteachers ask their pupils 
who saved the Dominican Re­ 
public from going Communist, 
the children are going to have 
to answer, ‘Sidney.’ 
Just then the phone rang. The 
general picked it up 
"It’s the President, Sidney. 
He wants to speak to you.” 
“Yes, sir, Mr. President. No, 
I’m just fine. I’ll stay here as 
long as you want me to That’s 
nice of you to say.

New Life For Old Schools 


By LOU COTTIN 
Some of the schools that we 
senior-agers built with our 
taxes now stand unused and 
forlorn. Blank windows stare 
out on empty school yards. We 
dare not calculate the total in 
money paid by our generation 
to build and maintain these 
now-vacant buildings. 
Our children once gave the 
buildings vibrant life. But now, 
all is silence. Public schools are 
closing in many places. In 
Huntington, N.Y., alone, five 
schools already have closed. 
Fifteen more schools may be in 
excess in that district by the 
end of the decade. 
Nor is that situation peculiar 
to Long Island. According to the 
E d u c a tio n a l 
F a c ilitie s 
Laboratories, a decline in 
school population of five million 
students has been predicted 
over the nation by the early 
1980s 
Officials 
in 
cities 
and 
suburbs, in small towns and 
large, consider what to do with 
excess school facilities. At this 
writing, in Jacksonville. Fla., 
17 schools have closed. In Salt 
Lake City, Utah, 24. In Ford 
Dodge, Iowa, five closings. And 
so on throughout the nation. 
We, the elderly, have reason 


to claim some rights in deter­ 
mining the use of those excess 
schools. After all, we. paid for 
them! Some progress has been 
reported. In Austin, Minn., a 
former elementary school is 
now a senior recreation center. 
In Ithaca, N.Y., old DeWitt 
High 
School ' has 
been 
remodeled for senior citizen 
and community housing. In the 
same city, the Ithiac care 
center is a domiciliary care 
facility for the elderly. For­ 
merly, it, too, was a school. 
The logic of turning unused 
schools into senior citizen 
apartment housing is unan­ 
swerable. School buildings are 
usually on one floor. They are 
already equipped for com- 
municatioa from room to room. 
They have facilities for eating, 
for recreation, for simple 
medical care. They are bright. 
They have space outdoors for 
socializing in good weather. 
More important, local auth­ 
orities, harried by financial 
demands, may be tempted to 
sell the properties to business 
firms. School buildings will 
make good factories and offices 
as well as homes for seniors. 
But most excess schools are in 
residential areas. So we do 
have a fight on our hands. 


We must recognize that all 
over America, excess school 
buildings offer the best possible 
opportunity' to revise local 
plans for senior citizen housing 
upward. 
Both we seniors will not get 
such housing unless we push for 
it. We must work with our local 
school boards as individuals 
and through our local and 
n a tio n a l 
o r g a n iz a tio n s. 
Additionally, we should con­ 
tribute to the planning which 
goes into the changeover from 
school rooms to senior citizen 
dwelling units. 


A hand rail on the bathtub 
does not turn an ordinary 
apartment into a senior citizen 
apartment. The good, solid, 
safe, 
single-story 
school 
buildings are there. Throughout 
the country, some architects 
are looking to the seniors them­ 
selves for ideas. They want to 
turn the schools into ideal 
homes for us. They, therefore, 
have a right to expect some 
input from us. We know what 
we want; what we need; what 
housing features will help us 
lead a happier, more com­ 
fortable life. 
Three approaches are open to 
us as advocates. Depending on 


the number ot available school 
buildings, we can seek public 
housing for the elderly, public- 
assisted housing for the elderlv. 
or conventionally financed 
housing 
for 
the 
elderly. 
Government systems exist to 
implement all three financing 
methods. 
In working with the ar­ 
chitects, our best bet is to reach 
the colleges of architecture. In 
my home area, Frederick 
Bental, a 
professor ot ar­ 
chitecture at the New York 
Institute of Technology, will be 
supervising 
an 
effort 
to 
evaluate our housing ideas. His 
findings 
will 
be 
studies 
throughout the country. Steven 
Cataklo of Commack, N.Y., a 
fifth-year 
student 
at 
the 
Institute, has chosen as his 
thesis, 
‘The Renovation of 
Superflouous School Buildings 
into Senior Citizen Housing and 
Recreation Centers.” 


Bental and Cataktf both w il 
be working with Vicki Moses of 
the Educational 
Facilities 
Laboratories of New York. The 
latter organization now has a 
book in preparation covering 
the use of excess schools for 
senior housing and like proj­ 
ects.

H artsfield best. 


As a ballplayer, the 5-foot-8, 
160-pound Chattahoochie, Ga., 
native had pretty fair power for 
his size. He could also run, but 
he had only an average arm 
and was what the scouts call a 
minus hitter, meaning he didn’t 
have enough to insure himself 
steady em ploym ent in the 
majors.

Hartsfield was overshadowed 
by the Warren Spahns, the 
Johnny Sains, 'the W alker 
Coopers, the Eddie Mathews, 
the Earl Torgesons.

However, the 
greatest honor of all fell his way last week 
when he was named a high school All- 
American. 
Cope’s honor cam e out of a national 
survey from Manchester, N.H. Just 24 
athletes from across the United States were 
named to the team. Selection was based on 
athletic ability, as 
well as academic 
achievement. All were nominated by their 
coaches. 
Tim, who placed third in the AAA state 
track meet last spring, was one of two high 
jumpers named to the All-American squad. 
Joining him was Richard Crane, of Coco 
Beach, Fla. Crane won the Florida state 
high jump crown with a best effort of 6-8. 
Cope cleared 6-9V4 in placing third at the 
state meet and was awarded third place on 
misses. He set records in just about every 
meet he competed. 
His selection to the All-American team 
puts him in an elite group. Never before has 
a Salem athlete been named an All- 
American at the high school level. 
Former Salem track stars Bill Long and 
Roger Barnes were both named colleae All- 
Americans at Baldwin-Wallace, but neither 
achieved the honor in high school. 


Cope’s jumping abilities also established 
him as one of the finer basketball players in 
the northeastern Ohio district.

DEAR I.M. — Indeed there are many household uses 
for vinegar. Among my favorites are its use for cleaning 
a steam iron; loosening many types of glue; washing 
windows; for dampening a pressing cloth to be used on 
the crease left when a hem has been let down; and put in 
bowls around the house to absorb odors. Also, white 
vinegar in warm water will often remove animal stains 
from carpet. Leave on about twenty minutes and then 
wash out. Do test first to see how it affects the color. 
The following letter from Mildred gives more uses for 
vinegar. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Inexpensive plain vinegar can be effective 
in solving many everyday problems in the home. I have used it 
and found it very good for the following things. Soak garments 
having a perspiration odor in warm vinegar. Lightly rub dis 
coloration left by a slight scorching with vinegar. A teaspoon 
of vinegar in oil used for frying prevents the food from absor­ 
bing so much oil. Rub vinegar on the hands to remove onion or 
fish odors as well as fruit stains. When you buy a new fry pan. 
boil a little vinegar in it prior to use and this will prevent stick­ 
ing. - MILDRED

DEAR DR. LAMB — About 
three years ago I went to a 
diet workshop and lost 21 
pounds, from 147 to 126 
pounds. Two years ago I had 
my gall bladder removed and 
I lost another five pounds 
which brought me down to 121 
pounds. 
I felt terrific. In two years 
I've gained about 10 pounds 
and I’m very uncomfortable. 
I’ve tried to lose it, but I’ve 
been unsuccessful. Could you 
please give me some advice 
as to what I should eat to lose 
this excess weight? 
By the way I'm a 36-year- 
old female and 5 feet 2. Please 
try to answer soon before I 
gain another 10 pounds. 
DEAR READER - Your 
story is familiar. Most people 
who go on a special weight los­ 
ing diet regain most the 
weight because they really 
didn’t modify their living 
habits. I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 4-7, 
Weight Losing Diet, which 
will give the basic 1200 
calories in a balanced diet 
that you can use for dietary 
control. You can add the foods 
you want to increase your 
calorie intake further if your 
weight control program will 
permit it. 
I don’t like for people to eat 
fewer than 1200 calories a day 
unless they do so under a doc­ 
tor’s supervision. You can be 
on a grossly inadequate diet if 
you try it alone. 
The foods you should avoid 
are those that provide essen­ 
tially calories and little else 
and lots of calories with a mini­ 
mal amount of bulk. These foods 
are the fats on meats, in cook­ 
ing oils and elsewhere. The 
other such foods are the con- 
centra ted sw e e ts and 
starchess. You can eat lots of 
vegetables, a reasonable 
amount of raw fruits, a 
limited amount of bread, for­ 
tified skim milk and lean 
meats, fish and chicken. 
The basic diet plan I am 
sending you shows you how to 


do this and still have a balanc­ 
ed diet. Try to use the diet to 
build a permanent eating 
program for yourself. Others 
who want this information can 
send a long, stamped, self- 
addressed envelope with 50 
cents for it. Just address your 
letter to me in care of this 
newspaper, P.O. Box 1551, 
Radio City Station, New York, 
NY 10019. 
Meanwhile also start in­ 
creasing your physical activi­ 
ty. A daily walk will help. 
Swim and do other activities if 
you can. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - I just 
found out I have a thyroid 
nodule. I am anxious to know 
if it ever leads to an opera­ 
tion. 
DEAR READER - It 
depends a great deal on what 
you mean. If you just have 
some general enlargement of 
your thyroid or if you have a 
simple goiter it may not re­ 
quire surgery. But if you real­ 
ly mean an isolated distinct 
nodule in the thyroid gland 
then there is only one way a 
doctor can be sure what it is. 
That is to look at part of it un­ 
der a microscope. 
That is sometimes done 
with a needle biopsy but more 
often it is done by surgical 
removal of the nodule and 
nearby thyroid tissue. In that 
case the person may need to 
take a thyroid replacement 
thereafter. 
The doctor can tell a lot 
about a thyroid nodule using 
modem radioisotope techni­ 
ques, but none of these 
provide absolute information 
regarding whether the nodule 
is benign or malignant. The 
needle biopsy may miss the 
important area that shows 
changes. Hie end result then 
is that most nodules must be 
looked 
at 
under 
the 
microscope. 
You may be interested to 
know that about one in 50 
adults develop a thyroid 
nodule.

For 
Color, Yield Boost

Farm Editor 
Like any other businessman, 
an apple producer must always 
be refining his product or he 
loses out in the competitive 
market. And the move now in 
the field is to smaller trees with 
redder apples within fewer 
years of planting. 
The late Tony Less replaced 
all the trees on the land Paul 
Less, his son, now controls on 
Rt. 165 just west of Washington- 
ville Rd. in Green Twp. Father 
and son went into partnership 
in 1960, and Paul has just about 
finished another total replace­ 
ment of the fruit-bearing trees. 
At the climax of his work this 
summer, he and his farm crew 
removed over five acres of 
trees in a single day, pushing 
them into a natural ravine to 
decompose over the years. 
He is. taking out stock now 
that is only 16 years old, stock 
that has proven unprofitable 
because of insufficient coloring 
and late maturity. In planting 
the varieties he did, Richer Red 
and Charley Winesap, he said 
“ I listened to the wrong 
people.” Also unsuccessful was 
the 20 by 20-foot placement of 
the trees, which the producer 
found was too close. He goes 
now with a 20 by 25 foot plotting. 
BUT TREE BREEDING 
knowledge has increased in­ 
credibly since that time, when 
Paul recalls “there wasn’t too 
much information on root- 
stock.” The introduction of the 
Starkrimson variety, a true 


Red Delicious, exemplifies the 
improvement of the science. 
But tree replacement, like 
about everything else on a fruit 
farm this time of year, takes 
second place to the harvesting 
and marketing jobs that pile up 
as fruit ripens and customers 
arrive in droves. 
Paul Less, like his brother, 
Joe, who operates Less’ Market 
on Rt. 14 and most other apple 
producers in the area, is trying 
to expand his retail trade. 
Nobody can sell apples like a 
person who grew them, and the 
Krsonal contact means a lot to 
th buyer and seller. Doing 
much of the selling on the farm 
is Paul’s wife, Jean. 
The split between wholesale 
and retail on Paul’s farm is 
about two to one, with the bulk 
sales to markets in Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati and 
Sharon, Pa., taking the lion’s 
share of the produce. 
LOOKING AT THIS 
fall’s 
crop, the family expects about 
half a crop, with many of the 
trees having an “umbrella 
crop” — fruit on the exterior 
branches but none on the inner 
portion of the tree. 
But the crop is slim all over 
Ohio, and the market, conse­ 
quently, looks good. Last year, 
a bumper crop in the Salem 
area overtaxed both local on- 
farm storage facilities and the 
multi-state market demand. 
Paul is confident his retail 
trade and 15,000-bushel re­ 
frigerated storage unit will 
handle a normal 20,000-bushel 
harvest, and he foresees no 
need to heat tool sheds loaded 
with apples as he did last year. 
Aiding him and other growers 
in more precisely determining 
maturity of apples this year is a 


sugar test being offered by the 
Cooperative Extension Horti­ 
culture department. The test, 
which utilizes a prism analysis 
in a portable unit, determines 
the per cent sugar in apple 
juice. Apples picked last week 
on his farm showed 11.1 per 
cent sugar, a little greener than 
the 13-14 per cent norm. 
HIS FARM HAS about 45 
acres of fruit, which includes 
six acres of peaches, some new 
this year, one acre of pears and 
one-half acre of plums. He 
farms an additional 75 acres in 
corn, small grain and hay, and 
feeds out the calves of a 13-head 
herd of grade Charolais beef 
cattle. 
Paul likes the apple business, 
but is quick to admit it’s not the 
most 
lucrative 
business 
around. “You make enough to 
work, eat and pay your bills.” 
He claims there’s been only 
three, “good” years since he’s 
been in the business—“1955, 
1974 and another one in there 
someplace.” People point to the 
new houses he built on the farm 
several years ago as evidence 
of apple prosperity, but he says 
the home was financed by a for­ 
tunate real estate transaction, 
not by apple money. 
NOTE: On the farm last week 
for a visit was James Hill of 
Poland, a former excavator 
who spent many a day in or­ 
chards of the Green Twp. area 
in his working years pushing 
out spent apple trees. He helped 
with the project to grade the 
land around Locust Grove 
church. He remembers a much 
different type of orchard 
operation, and so does Paul, 
who says “If I had to go back to 
the old ways, I’d quit.”

Plowing, harvesting and other 
tillage can be watched in the re­

More than 370 commercial 
exhibitors will have displays in 
the central exhibit area. 
¡Visitors will be able to examine 
(he 350 varieties of hybrid com, 
70 kinds of soybeans and 26 
alfalfa plots. 
In keeping with its status as 
an official Bicentennial event, 


the review will feature an 
antique display. Seventy-five 
individual pieces will represent 
farming through the ages, from 
an 1805 wooden moldboard plow 
to a 1923 cream separator. 
A colonial garden will show 
how flax, open-pollinated corn 
and black soybeans were grown 
in the early days of America. 
Safety in food preparation, 
fire prevention ana for elderly 
citizens will be featured in the 
home economics tent, which 
will also spotlight a Bicenten­ 
nial style show. 
Sixteen T-hybrid rose plants 
have been virus indexed and 
non-virus indexed so gardeners 
can observe the differences in 
disease resistance.

WASHINGTON - Why are 
more and more Americans 
digging up their backyards to 
plant home gardens0 
The taste is the difference, 
according to responses on a 
survey analyzed by USDA’s 
Economic Research Service. 
About half of those who re­ 
sponded to the 1,400-house 
hold survey said they simply 
prefer the taste of home­ 
grown foods over those in 
retail outlets. Other pcf>ular 
reasons included food budget 
economy, and the simple 
Eleasure of a gardening 
obby. 
Whatever the reasons, 
about 48 per cent of house- 


holds surveyed reported that 
they intended to have a 
garden this year — up from 
43 per cent in 1974 and 46 per 
cent in 1975. 
There are some indications 
that gardening attractions 
may wane after the first, 
laborious year — only 34 per 
cent reported gardens for all 
3 years, and 42 per cent did 
not have a garden any of the 
3 years

MILK Inc. 
Hikes Price 
CLEVELAND - A price 
increase of 70 cents per hun­ 
dredweight charged bottling 
handlers for Class I milk has 
been announced by Gordon 
Riehl, General Manager of 
MILK*Inc., a dairy farmers co­ 
operative headquartered in 
Cleveland, Ohio. 
The increase, which amounts 
to less than 2 cents per quart, is 
similar to those announced in 


other parts of Ohio and sur­ 
rounding states. 


Riehl stated this increase will 
help to insure an adequate 
supply of milk for consumers 
by offsetting some of the in­ 
creased milk production co6ts 
caused by increased grain 
prices, late summer drouth and 
a continuing general inflation. 


This price adjustment, which 
is mostly seasonal in nature, 
makes the price level just 
slightly higher than the price 
level earlier this year.

Crop Check 
THE OHIO CORN CROP 
may total 378.3 million bushels, 
up nearly 18 per cent from last 
year the state Cooperative 
Extension Service replorts. 
The yield per acre as of the 
beginning of August was esti­ 
mated at 97 bushels per acre, 
up from the 92 bushels per acre 
estimated in July and the aver­ 
age for 1975. 
OHIO’S APPLE CROP is ex­ 
pected to be about 100,000,000 
pounds, compared with 160,- 
000,000 last year and 135,000,000 
in 1974. Good moisture this 
summer has improved the crop 
prospects.

Large Bales 
Demand New 
Management 
COLUMBUS — Packaging 
“hay in large, round bales or 
stacks has captured the interest 
of a growing number of 
producers. The equipment it 
takes to package these huge 
bales of hay and how to handle 
them has the farm community 
buzzing. 
In talking with William E. 
Fill, Extension Agricultural 
Engineer at The Ohio State 
University, we learned some of 
the considerations and pre­ 
cautions producers need to take 
or be aware of before using this 
new haymaking system. 
The system could fit into beef 
cow-calf operations because 
time and labor can be reduced, 
handling and storage C06ts in 
the field are less, and the sys­ 
tem 
eliminates 
manure 
hauling, although feed waste is 
greater than in dry lot feeding, 
Gill says. Dairymen can use the 
system because it enables them 
to harvest faster, with less 
manual labor, and results in 
more good quality hay. 
One of the major problems is 
moldy or “tobacco brown” hay 
and a serious loss in feed value, 
Gill points out. 
LARGE, ROUND BALES 
have a density sim ilar to 
conventional, rectangular bales 
(commonly 
called 
square 
bales). So, the hay should be as 
dry for the large round as for 
the “square” bales — around 20 
per cent moisture. If hay is 
stacked, krather than baled, be 
sure to obtain a “roof” that 
does not have ridges and val­ 
leys. 
Where the hay is stored is im­ 
portant, too, Gill says. If bales 
or stacks are to be stored in one 
area and moved to another as 
they are fed, good access in wet 
weather is essential. Store 
along a lane or road that per­ 
mits moving the hay in all kinds 
of weather. 
Allow several feet between 
stacks or bales for adequate air 
circulation. If stored too close 
or touching each other, rain and 
snow accumulations cause 
rotting with serious losses. 
Even under the best conditions, 
hay stored outdoors develops 
several inches of “thatch” that 
sheds the rain but decreases 
feed value, thus storage loss is 
10 per cent or more. 
OUTDOOR 
STORAGE 
losses do not justify barn 
storage for beef cow-calf opera­ 
tions, Gill says. Inside storage 
is justified for dairymen and 
sheep producers who require 
excellent quality alfalfa hay for 
their animals. 
Both bales and stacks can be 
fed by leaving them out in the 
winter pasture, providing fields 
are well-drained. But, the 
number of big bales or stacks 
available to the cattle should be 
limited to what they can eat in 3 
to 4 weeks. 
For high yielding hay with a 
large number of bales per acre 
from two to three cuttings, use 
of an electric fence limits 
feeding and reduced feeding 
losses. Where stacks are used, 
they should be fenced with 
animals having access to one or 
more stacks at a time. The 
number fenced for feeding at 
one time would depend on the 
size herd. Stack feeding without 
racks requires one third more 
feed. 
Dry lot feeding should be on a 
concrete pad or stoned area. 
And, feeding in racks greatly 
reduces feea waste, Gill says.

Farm and ranch women from 
practically every state have 
swamped Mario Thomas and 
the McCall Pattern Company 
with letters protesting a per­ 
sonality profile Miss Thomas 
wrote on beef boycott organizer 
pe: 
Barbara Shuttleworth for the 
le\ 
September issue of “Carefree 
Patterns From McCalls,” a 
monthly catalog. 
IT IS NOTEWORTHY that 
while the general tone of most 
letters ana newspaper columns 
was that of being perturbed, 
many of the authors invited 
television star Miss Thomas to 
come find out first hand some of 
the results of the 1973 beef boy­ 
cott. While some of the writers 
suggested a counter boycott of 
McCall's patterns, other wrote 
that any boycott is counterpro­ 
ductive. 
The McCall article particu­ 
larly raised the ire of livestock 
producers’ wives as it came out 
at a time when beef prices are 
low. 
SINCE the flood of letters 
started, a substantial number 
of letter writers have received 
telephone calls from Miss 
Thomas or members of the 
McCall staff. Miss Thomas has 
talked 
extensively 
with 
Florence Thomas of the AFBF 
staff and has written her a 
lengthy letter in which she 
gives an apology to the nation’s 
farm and ranch families. Also 
she pointed out plans to visit 
some cattle feeding and ran­ 
ching operations in the near 
future. In other action, she has 
picked the woman operator of a 
Texas ranch as a featured 
model in an upcoming issue of 
the monthly “Carefree Pat­ 
terns.” 
In her letter to AFBF staff 
member Florence Thomas, 
Miss Mario Thomas wrote, 
“Never for a minute did I—nor 
in fact did Mrs. Shuttleworth— 
realize that her action had hurt 
the beef producer, people who 
like herself were trying to make

Nursing Home Payments 
Savings Eyed By Assembly 
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COLUMBUS (UPI) - Ohio 
legislators are looking at the 
: .¡ssibility the state may be 
able to save an additional $12 to 
$15 million a year in nursing 
home payments. 
But it will be another .two 
weeks before the state Controll­ 
ing Board reconsiders the cost- 
aving proposal, made Monday 
by the state Department of 
Public Welfare. 
John Nipps, chief of 
the 
department’s bureau of fiscal 
review, told the board that a 
revision in the state formula for 
calculating reimbursement of 
nursing hom es would save 
between $9 million and $11 
million through next June 30 
alone. 
Nipps asked the board to give 
his agency approval to change 
¡he formula, which takes into 
account nursing home profits 
and the cost of providing ser­ 
vices to patients. 
He said the proposed new 
formula would reduce by an 
average of $2.30 per patient the 
daily reimbursement allowed 
nursing homes across Ohio. 
Some nursing homes would 
receive more under the new 
formula, he said, but most 
would experience reductions. 
Cost-of-service factors in the 
formula would be sliced by an 
average of $1.29 per patient per 
day, Nipps explained. In ad ­ 
dition, nursing homes operating 
for profit would receive an 
average $1.01 cut by basing 
their reimbursements on net 
equity instead of profits, he 
said. 
Legislators on the Controlling 
Board asked department offi­ 


cials to return in two weeks 
with information on whether an 
additional 12 per cent cut in 
payments will be imposed on 
nursing home payments if the 
General Assembly adopts a 
Democratic plan to relieve a 
shortage of Medicaid funds. 
The department has said the 
Democratic plan, counter to a 
Medicaid proposal of the ad­ 
ministration of Gov. Jam es A. 
Rhodes, would require a 12 per 
cent 
reduction 
in 
Medicaid 
payments to balance the state 
budget. 


, Democrats in the General 
Assembly are expected to adopt 
their own plan this week and 
they are concerned that the 12 
per cent reduction might be 
imposed on top of the $2.30 cut 
in nursing home payments. 
The board approved the 
release of $400,000 to the Ohio 
Public Defender Commission to 
pay for public defender pro­ 
gram s established in 12 coun­ 
ties under a new state law. 
However, the commission’s 
request was trimmed from $1.7 
million because the board 
members said there was not 
enough money in the state 
Emergency Fund to pay for 
additional assigned counsel in 
the various counties.

—$50,000 for independent 
consultants to furnish forecasts 
of electrical energy demands 
from 1977-92 for Cincinnati Gas

Sadlowski, head of the USW’s 
District 31 encompassing the 
Chicago and Gary, Ind., mills, 
will challenge Lloyd McBride of 
St. Louis, who has the tacit 
support of retiring union leader 
IW. Abel. 
The USW election will be held 
Feb. 8 
“Working men and women 
have come a long way since 
corporate goons and courts of 
law prevented us from organiz­ 
ing peacefully and bargaining 
collectively,” Sadlowski told a 
news conference. 
“ But along the way, the union 
has grown soft at the top,” he 
said. "Our leaders assum e that 
the company’s interest and the 
workers are the sam e, that the 
union is part of the corporate 
team .” 
“The membership of 
this 
union needs and deserves a 
different kind of leadership.” 
Sadlow ski, 
38, 
called 
McBride “ Abel’s handpicked 
successor” and said McBride is 
likely 
to 
continue 
A bel’s 
policies. 
“ Knowing him (M cBride), I 
doubt we can even count on that 
much,” he said. 
Sadlowski became a figure in 
steelworker 
politics 
in 
1973 
when he challenged an Abel- 
backed candidate for head of 
District 31, the union’s largest 
with 130,000 members. 
Union 
returns 
showed 
Sadlowski losing, but the US. 
Department of Labor forced a 
re-run election in 1974 because 
of irregularities, and Sadlowski 
won that contest by a 2-1 
margin. 
Sadlowski's candidacy for the 
union presidency has long been 
expected and he said his 
followers already have been 
beaten and shot. The most 
serious incident so far, he said, 
was the shooting and wounding 
of Ben Corum, a steelworker 
from Kankakee, 111., in July. 
Corum was shot in the neck 
while 
distributing 
Sadlowski 
literature outside the Hughes 
Tool Co. in Houston. 
“ We will not be frightened off 
by threats and thugs,” Sadlow­ 
ski said. “ We’re not going to 
respond with violence.
